Practical Common Sense and

ist Colony Gathering.

PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE

Promoters Seek to Form Common
Home in Westchester or New

Jersey ,on Bcllamy Lines.

NEW YORK, August 13..Members and

those lnterested ln the New York Homo

Colony Aasoclatlon met yeaterday after¬
noon and .last .nlght at the West Slde
Branch Y. M. C. A,, ln West Flf'ty-
seventh Street, to dlscuss and formulate
the' general prlnclples upon the associa¬
tion or corporatlon ls to bo founded.
Upton Slnclalr, author of "Tho Jungle,"

ls tlie movlng splrlt ln the project, and
assoclated wlth hlm are several othor
persons. promlnent ln sociallstlc and'phl-
lanthroplc clrcles. Fundnmentallyj. Mr.
Slnclalr and hls assoclate8 propose to
establlsh a colony of congental persons
in New Jcrsey or Wostchestor county,
where they expect to work out a scheme
of Improved domestlo condltlons. They
Intend to purchose flve or slx hundred
acres of land ond to establlsh there a
model communlty.

Progress Made.
Conslderable progross has been made,

and tho members aro now at work on
recommendatlons mado by three commlt¬
toes, vlz: Organizatlon, Labor and Chll¬
dren. TIioho commlttoes have mado forty-
flve rccommendatlonB, whlch nre now be¬
lng dls_u8H0d, and lator tho permanent
Btruoture must be approved by all rriem-
.bers nnd tjie association Incorporatod.
To tho oulsldcr, unfamlllnr wlth tho

tochnlque of such undortaklnga, the dla¬
cuaslon of prlnclples sound vory much
llko a dlscusslon of Edward Bellamy's
"Looking Backward," a romanco foundod
on socialism, thal mado a atlr ln thls
country twonty yours ago. Tho colony
or communlty ls to havo control of every-
thtng oolloctlvely, Tlio ohlldren are to
bo oared for ln a sopurato bulldlng. All
sorvanta are to bo pntci out of a com¬
mon fund, and thoro are to bo common
kltohona "and common dlning-lialls, Ev-
erythlng wlll ho arranged wlth a vlew
to simplifylng domostlo probloms.

All business affulrs of the colony,are
to bo handled through a contral \oljleo,
nnd estlmatos havo been propared 'ahow-
Ing that the ordlnary cltlzen of Now York,
wlth a moderalo Incomo, muy roduco
tlio oxponses of llvlng nearly one-half,
nnd onjoy, accordlng to the oxpoctatlons
of tho promotora, twofolrl ns much of tho
comfor.ta of llfo by bocomlng it member
of tho asaociatlon.
